It is announced that the Centennial Heritage Talks continue at the Adult

West Linn received Metro Grant to study Arch Bridge area 
redevelopment that amounts to 220K.  Story appeared in the Oregonian 
on 9/13/13. 
 
Roger mentions that the travelling museum will make one more 
appearance at the Lock Fest that is scheduled for October 5 & 6.  He is 
looking for a place to store the museum for the long term.  
 
Sally reports that at the last planning commission meeting, it was 
announced that going forward, Neighborhood Associations will have to 
pay to appeal decisions made by the city. In the past, they were exempt 
from paying these fees.  It used to cost $400.00 to appeal.  The tree 
standards have loosened up also. 
 
Roger asked why we did not have a  Bolton neighborhood sign in our 
area like so many of the neighborhoods in town.  Sally is discussing this 
with Tara at the city. 
 
Heritage Falls Festival is the same weekend as Lock Fest.  It is scheduled 
for October 5 and 6.  The Falls festival is on the Oregon City side.  Roger 
asks for volunteers to help out with shuttle duties.  He is looking for 
individuals that can take on 2 hour shifts. 
 
Maddax Woods is setting up for the lighting on the 2nd Saturday of 
November and the lighting itself is on the 3rd Saturday.
